“Snort” is the slang name 
for the illegal drug cocaine. 

Socred MLA Bob Me 
Clelland says Snort offers 
children the chance to imitate 
“big kids” who sniff copaine. 

Bill Stavdal, a concerned 
parent, says sale of Snort 
climaxes d longstanding 
feeling of alarm, frustration 
and anger over the com¬ 
munity’s failure to cope with 
the drug culture. 

But Glen Lynch, proprietor 
of Baggins, says he can’t 
understand what the fuss is 
about. 

He’s been selling “this 
stuff” for four or five years 
and whoever has made an 
issue of it "is a fool” because 
publicity is boosting sales. 

McClelland asked Human 
Resources Minister Norm 
Levi in the legislature this 
week if he was aware of the 
problem and Levi said he 
would take the question "as 
notice,” which traditionally 
means it will be answered 
later. 

Outside the house, Mc¬ 
Clelland said he was promp¬ 
ted to ask the question by a 
letter from Stavdal referred to 
him by Victoria Mayor Peter 
Pollen. 



Dirty pool 
expected 
in vote race 


B.C.’s federal parties took 
their first hesitant steps 
towards the summer election 
this week, with both local MPs 
predicting a “dirty” cam¬ 
paign. 

Officials of all four parties 
said they would field can¬ 
didates in all 23 ridings. 

After the 1972 election, the 
New Democratic Party held 
11 seats, the Conservatives 
eight and Liberals four. The 
Social Credit party failed to 
win a seat. 


The NDP has already 
nominated its candidates in 19 
of the 23 ridings. Only 
Esquimalt-Saanich, Fraser 
Valley-East, Capilano and 
Okanagan-Boundary ridings 
lack nominees. 

“I don’t see too much 
chance for tremendous gains 
in this election,” said Beth 
Quaale, NDP provincial 
secretary. 

“But 1 don’t see us losing 
any seats either.”

He said “Baggins” operates 
under a Victoria “retail arts 
and crafts shop” trade licence 
and sells, among other things, 
posters showing a young girl 
sniffing white powder over the 
slogan “Do some coke — the 
real thing.” 

“Why couldn’t one 
Canadian city take the lead in 
a stand against the so-called 
drug culture?” Stavdal asked. 

“Though we cannot enact 


our own criminal laws, what’s 
to stop our licence inspectors 
from getting tough against 
goods which promote ac¬ 
ceptance and use of illicit 
drugs?” 

Before referring the letter 
to McClellahd, Mayor Pollen 
forwarded it to the B.C. 
government’s Alcohol and 
Drug Commission. 

“I have never though of it,” 
Lynch replied, when asked 
whether the powder could be 
regarded as a substitute for 
cocaine. He added that there 
are no young children among 
his customers.

You can’t get 
cocaine for under $75 a 
gram.”

Building trades limp back to table 


Labor and management in 
the construction industry 
made a shaky move back to 
the bargaining table Friday 
when Construction Labor 
Relations Association held 
meetings with the boiler¬ 
makers union — the first face- 
to-face meeting in a week. 

CLRA president Chuck 
Connaghan said he has not yet 
arranged meetings with other 
unions involved in the dispute, 


which has stopped con¬ 
struction on the lower 
mainland, Crofton and 
Duncan. 

“We have been holding our 
meetings, reassessing our 
situation, and I expect they 
have done the same,” he said. 

But, he said, CLRA has no 
intention as yet of responding 
to the selective strikes by 
lock-out action. 

Members of the In¬ 


ternational Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers began the 
strike May 1, and were joined 
on the picket lines Monday by 
members of other building 
trades unions. 

The strikes were confined to 
the lower mainland until 
Thursday when pickets were 
set up at the Crofton mill by 
members of the culinary 
workers union, and at a 
portion of a Duncan shopping 


centre by members of the 
United Brotherhood of Car¬ 
penters. 

Meanwhile, the B.C. 
Federation of Labor entered 
the construction dispute by 
asking the employers to “stop 
trying to dodge their 
bargaining responsibilities. 

The federation sent a 
telegram to Connaghan 
urging a return to negotiations 
instead of looking for 


government intervention. 

Connaghan replied by 
telegram that the federation 
was somewhat out of touch 
with the realities of the 
current bargaining situation. 

He noted that Labor 
Minister Bill King had called 
the parties to Victoria, and 
that the unions had rejected 
the government proposal of an 
industrial inquiry com¬ 
mission.

Inmate tells of police beating-orgy 


An 18-year-old man was 
hospitalized for a week after 
he was beaten by four Victoria 
policemen in the kitchen of a 
local restaurant and thrown 
out the rear door into an alley, 
Victoria provincial court was 
told this week. 

Gregory Kenneth Harris, a 
Wilkinson Road jail inmate, 
was testifying before Van¬ 
couver Judge Les Bewley at 
the trial of Constables Thomas 


Anderson, 26, and Thomas 
Eagle, 28, charged Feb. 7 with 
assault causing bodily harm. 

Harris told the court he was 
“dragged” into a back room 
at Scott’s Cafe, 650 Yates, by 
policemen about 5a.m. Jan. 1. 

Two officers held him while 
Const. Eagle kicked him in the 
groin “for about two minutes” 
while another officer punched 
him in the head several times. 


Hams said. He was then 
thrown out the back door. 

Harris and two friends, 
Donald McCrae, 23, and 
Ronald Cooper, 28, had left a 
New Year’s Eve party and 
gone to the restaurant for 
coffee. When they entered the 
cafe they noticed four 
policemen sitting at a booth 
and, Harris said, McCrae 
-nade a remark about “the 


boys in the funny blue 
costumes.” 

One of the officers took 
McCrae into the kitchen area, 
Harris testified, and “I could 
hear smashing and that.” 

Harris was beginning to 
leave “and was grabbed by 
the policemen,” he said 

“Two of them held on to me 
and Const. Eagle kicked me in 
the testicles for about two 
minutes ... I was looking into 


his face while he was kicking 
me . One of the other of¬ 
ficers was punching me in the 
head," Harris told the court. 

“I had a bleeding nose and 
about half an inch cut on my 
lip," he said. “I was thrown 
outside in the alley.” 

The back door of the cafe 
was bolted behind Harris and 
McCrae. “We both decided 
that too much of this goes on 


and they get away with it,” he 
said. 

Cooper had left by the front 
door 

Harris and McCrae went to 
Victoria police department 
and were told by a constable 
to “beat it or they 'd lock us up 
for getting drunk.“ he said “I 
was drunk but I wasn’t so 
drunk that I couldn’t 
remember what had hap 
pened in the restaurant." 


“Your evidence is that 
either three or four officers 
were actively engaged in 
either kicking you or punching 
you?” asked Eagle’s lawyer, 
Lloyd McKenzie 

“Oh yes,” Harris replied 
“They were all having a good 
time.” 

“Did you hear the word 
pigs’ employed at all?"

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As an employer of White Leghorns I have decided to se* up 
the world’s first pension plan for hens. This will create a sen¬ 
sation in the chicken world with which, to my horror and sur¬ 
prise, I am so intimately acquainted. 


Things have not been going any too well in my hen house. To 
begin with, one of the girls dropped dead a month ago, although 
she had been healthy and happy until the last and, indeed, laid a 
splendid egg an hour before her demise. 

As soon as I discovered her body I hurried to Mr. Evans, the 
man who knows all about chickens. I sometimes suspect Mr. 
Evans is sorry he ever sold me the White Leghorns. I am 
always pounding on his door at midnight, a shawl about my 
head, asking him to hurry to the side of my brood.

This particular hen (I’ll call them hens from now on) was 
always tiding to esoape and frequently she did. Whenever this 
happened she was chased by cats and dogs and just generally 
had a wretched time of it. It never daunted her though. She 
always wanted to get out. As Mr. Evans says, chickens are kind 
of crazy. 

Well, she did get out that particular night and in the mor¬ 
ning there was an untidy pile of feathers on the ground. Coon, 
Mr. Evans said, with his cold and eloquent shrug. 

Thus my flock was cut to four and included in this four was a 
malingerer, a no-goodnik hen who just loafed around all day 
sneering at the other hens as they dutifully mounted the nests 
and went about their miracle. 

Mr. Evans had already briefed me thoroughly about

Unless a settlement is 
reached, the dispute could 
eventually close all Canada 
Safeway stores in Victoria, 
Dawson Creek and the lower 
mainland. 

The union, Local 580, Retail, 
Wholesale and Department 
Store Union, which represents 
650 workers at Macdonalds 
Consolidated and Lucerne 
Foods Ltd., has already 
warned Safeway to remove 
perishables from warehouses 
by 6 p.m. Wednesday. 

A company spokesman said 
later that if no new supplies 
are brought in, current stock 
would be sold within four or 
five days, forcing closure of 
the stores. 

Macdonald’s is Safeway’s 
wholesale warehouse, and 
Lucerne supplies ice’ cream 
and milk products to stores. 

Lucerne’s egg and meat 
divisions are not involved. 

The union served 72-hour 
strike notice in mid-April. 

The last two-year contract, 
which expired April 1, 
provided average wages of 
$5.36 an hour for men, and 
$4.40 an hour for women 
workers. 

Neither company or union 
have commented on current 
talks or proposals.

About 40 homemakers 
service organizations in the 
province are to be re shuffled 
into a tighter operation under 
the department of human 
resources, department 
minister Norman Levi an¬ 
nounced this week 

“Be warned, all you 
homemakers,” Levi 
cautioned. “We’re going to 
call you all together. There’s a 
hell of a lot of inter-warfare 
now and if the new program is 
going to work, people will 
have to put aside some of their 
ideas and concentrate on a 
broad thrust.” 

Speaking at a department- 
sponsored conference on the 
needs of the elderly, Levi said 
he will “get something on the 
road soon” and organizations 
involved should be ready for 
geneial “headknocking and 
headbanging sessions.” 

Currently operating in 
separate societies which 
receive partial funding from 
the province in some cases, 
and including some LIP 
projects, homemaking ^r- 
vices bring aid to the homes of 
the elderly, handicapped and 
families in need. 

Levi said the bulk of home 
care is done by community 
volunteers and “the thing to 
do is let us know what the 
needs are and what kind of a 
trip you want to go on. 

“We want to call it all 
together and we’re prepared 
to spend lots of money on the 
program," he said, adding one 
consideration is a fee for 
services be geared to income. 

“Homemaking programs 
and adult day care are all 
mechanisms which can 
reduce the input into acute 
care systems. We’re looking 
at a range of services that are 
not institutionally oriented. 
But we don’t want to make it 
too public until we find out 
what we’re going to do. 

“There are all sorts of 
possibilities and we’ll also be 
looking at the LIP programs 
that should be picked up.” 

Levi said his department 
has conducted some research 
in the area and one overall 
survey of ’ homemaking ser¬ 
vices in the province will be 
used as a working document 
during the next three or four 
weeks. 

Conference delegates have 
forwarded suggestions in the* 
homemaking field which 
include: 

Homemaker services 
should be offered in line with 
the degree of physical or 
social disfunctions of users; 
that a central place be 
available for the elderly to 
obtain information about 
services; that the provincial 
government departments 
involved get together at the 
ministerial level to ensure 
leadership and that the same 
services be provided to Indian 
people on the province’s 
reserves. 


Benefits at age 60 
urged by minister 

Senior citizen’s benefits should be available at age 60 and 
federal election is the time to push for it, Human Resources 
Minister Norm Levi said this week. 

He urged senior citizens groups in the province to pressure 
candidates in the up-coming federal election to have the eligible 
age dropped from 65. 

“I had hoped the change would have been announced when 
(Finance Minister John) Turner announced the Liberal budget 
this week, but it didn’t materialize,” Levi told a conference here 
on the needs of senior citizens in the province. 

“The federal election is a good opportunity for senior 
citizens to work for it now and we’re certainly prepared to help 
in this way.”

More than $100,000 was 
spent by the federal govern¬ 
ment on special assistance 
programs for the elderly in 
Greater Victoria this year. 

Three LIP programs of¬ 
fered transportation and in- 
home assistance at a cost of 
$107,000 and the local Red 
Cross Society offers 
homemaker services to those 
in need. 

One couple in Esquimalt, 
however, must have missed 
the press releases, because 
they never knew. 

Their program is an 
example of a situation that 
shouldn't exist, delegates to a 
provinciajly-sponsored con¬ 
ference on the needs of the 
elderly agreed this week. 

And the root of the problem 
is lack of information. 

Delegates were unanimous 
in a motion that information 
services have to be “co¬ 
ordinated,” “re-organized” 
and kept “up-to-date” and 
more “available.” The elderly 
have to be informed. 

All because of people like 
the Jones, as the Esquimalt 
couple was called to protect 
their real identity. 

Born and raised in Victoria, 
the couple had lived in their 
Esquimalt home for 30 years 
when Mr. Jones suffered a 
stroke, two years ago. 

Mrs. Jones decided to look 
after him herself. 

She received many back-up 
services, with friends 
providing a helping hand. The 
Red Cross Society lent 
equipment, the Victorian 
Order of Nurses offered 
nursing services and an LIP 
project became involved. 

During an emergency, the 
Esquimalt police transported 
Mr. Jones to the hospital and 


his wife would bring him 
home by taxi. Emergencies 
usually happened during the 
weekends, and it always 
seemed that the Jones' calls 
were answered by a different 
doctor. The patient’s history 
had to be told and re-told. 

Mr. Jones, the conference 
was told, is a patient at Vic¬ 
toria General Hospital. 

“They,” says Mrs. Jones, 
“are deciding where he’ll go 
— probably to some extended 
care hospital. 

Her wish is to have him at 
home, but she’s afraid she 
won’t be able to handle the 
situation and she doesn’t 
really know what to do. 

What she needed throughout 
was for someone to tell her 
about the homemaker 
programs available, the case 
history said, but none of the 
agencies involved thought to 
tell her about the 60 Red Cross 
homemakers who go into the 
homes of the handicapped or 
elderly at a charge of $3 an 
hour or $30 for 24-hour-care, 
plus transportation costs. 
Subsidies to help some needy 
people are available. 

Or about an LIP project 
called Out and About which 
provides seven drivers to 
transport the elderly or the 
handicapped, funded by 
$28,000 grant. 

Or The Handiman Group for 
Help to Senior Citizens, with 
12 workers, which will do 
outdoor repairs and 
housework so senior citizens 
can retain some self- 
sufficiency, funded by a 
$42,000 LIP grant. 

Or the Handiman Group for 
Help to Needy residents which 
provides assistance for caring 
for home yards and is funded 
by a $37,000 LIP grant. 


FIREMEN TO ARBITRATION? 

Talks break off 


Victoria firemen will likely 
ask for binding arbitration in 
their contract dispute with the 
city, following a break-off in 
negotiations Thursday. 

“We reached a stalemate, 
and the only two courses open 
to us now are arbitration or 
strike action,” said Victoria 
fireman’s union president 
Ross Cameron. 

“We will hold a membership 
meeting Sunday night and see 
what the firemen want, but 
the executive will be 
recommending that we take 
the arbitration route.” 


Cameron said there had 
been no agreement on any 
point in the contract “We 
want 21 changes in the con¬ 
tract, and we’re miles apart 
on all issues," he said. 

In spite of the assistance of 
mediation officer Clark 
Gilmour, Cameron said the 
dispute is now back at square 
one. 

Apart from changes in 
contract language, there is 
still dispute over wages. 

The city, said Cameron, has 
offered a maximum increase 
of 114 per cent, a figure which 


would have put firemen’s 
wages further than ever 
behind police wages. 

Policemen, he said, had 
settled for a total money 
package of 13.5 per cent 

In 1973 firemen were getting 
$36 less per month than 
policemen, and the city’s offer 
would have widened that gap 
to $42. 

Firemen are asking for 
$1,088 a month, to give them 
parity with lower mainland 
firemen. At present a first 
class fireman is paid $950 a 
month and works a 42-hour 
week.

Trudeau sets the campaign tone 


Canada’s political parties 
are gearing up for the July 8 
federal election and in¬ 
dications are the campaign 
will be one of the bitterest in 
years. 

This became evident when 
all but one of the proposals in 
Liberal Finance Minister 
John Turner’s budget were 
quashed after a Conservative- 
New Democratic vote of non¬ 
confidence brought down 
Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau’s government 
Wednesday. 

Normally when Parliament 
is dissolved, the government 
and opposition get together to 
assure that vital legislation on 
the order paper is passed. 

But this time, only one item 
in Turner’s budget survived — 
the proposal to provide bonus 
payments to fortify Canada 
Savings Bonds against erosion 
through inflation. 

In addition to the budget 
proposals, 27 bills were killed 
by dissolution of the 29th 
Parliament, including one to 
impose an export tax on crude 
oil. another to establish a 
national petroleum cor¬ 
poration and a third outlawing 
American professional 
football in Canada. 

frudeau himself set the 
tone for the campaign in a 
press conference after hand¬ 
ing his government’s 
resignation to Gov.-Gen. Jules 
Leger. 

“It is unfortunate that there 
is an election at this time,” he 
said. “I think it will be evident 
to the people of Canada that 
there are some very con¬ 
siderable disadvantages to a 
minority government.” 

He was referring to his 
party’s downfall over a budget 
that he obviously felt would 
have worked if given a 
chance. 

The only support he drew 
outside of Liberal ranks came 
from Real Caouette, who said 
his 15 Quebec-based Social 
Credit members voted with 
the government Wednesday 
because his party feels now is 
not the time for an election. 

It will be another week 
before the campaigning 
begins in earnest but several

MPs are predicting rough 
days ahead. 

“I think it will be a bitter 
campaign.” predicted veteran 
NDP House leader Stanley 
Knowles. 

“I don’t want an election,” 
added Quebec Liberal MP 
Marcel Prud’homme, “but a 
campaign is like war. The

prime minister told us he 
would fight hard and I think he 
will.” 

Trudeau, Conservative 
leader Robert Stanfield and 
NDP leader David Lewis 
agree on one point — the 
campaign issue is inflation — 
hut this could be the last fling 
for any or all of them. 


Trudeau is known to dislike 
the role of opposition leader 
and if the Conservatives win a 
majority, there is a chance he 
will vacate his party’s 
leadership within months, 
even though he is only 54. 

The next two months will be 
especially critical for Lewis, 
oldest of the three at 64. The 
NDP won a record 31 seats in 
1972 and held the balance of 
power in the House. But ob¬ 
servers are saying the NDP 
front bench, oldest in the 
Commons, must give way to 
younger minds regardless of 
what happens July 8. 

At 60, Stanfield already is a 
two-time loser in his bid to be 
the first man in Canadian 
history to serve as both a 
premier (Nova Scotia) and 
prime minister. If the Con¬ 
servatives fail to win at least a 
minority, he probably will 
step down. 

Caouette meanwhile, is in 
failing health but is likely to 
hang on until he breaks down 
completely or is booted out. 
There has been recent 
speculation that Phil Gaglardi 
could be the next Socred 
leader. 

Nomination day is June 17 
except in far northern ridings, 
where it is June 10. 

In the 1972 election, the 
Liberals won 109 seats, the 
Conservatives 107, the NDP 
31 and Social Credit 15. Since 
then, two Conservatives have 
died but Quebec member 
Roch Lasalle, an independent, 
rejoined the Tories to leave 
them with 106 seats at 
dissolution. 

There are 12 million 
Canadians eligible to vote 
July 8 and early predictions 
have them electing another 
minority government, either 
Liberal or Conservative.

Impeachment process 
against Nixon begins 



WASHINGTON - Hearings 
which formally set the im¬ 
peachment process against 
President Richard Nixon in 
motion started Thursday and 
are expected to last at least 
six weeks. 

The opening session was 
televised and, after a series of 
closed sessions, the public 
phase of the hearings will 
resume May 21 with televised 
coverage. 

The White House was ac¬ 
cused this week of holding 
back part of the Watergate 
story and the chief counsel for 
the impeachment inquiry said 
he will recommend issuing 
additional subpoenas to obtain 
evidence. 

Counsel John Doar said 
President Richard Nixon has 
“definitely not” provided all 
the necessary information. 

His comment followed a 
statement by White House 
lawyer James St. Clair that 
Nixon had decided he would 
provide no more Watergate 
tapes or documents to the 
committee or to special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski. 

The White House in another 
statement admitted there 
may be periods of silence in

some of the Watergate tapes 
transcribed for the judiciary 
committee but said “all the 
words which could be heard 
are reflected in the tran¬ 
script.” 

Meanwhile, a suit against

Vesco was launched in a New 
York federal court for $60 
million, which the suit says 
was milked from mutual 
funds in Toronto he once 
controlled. 

Named as co-defendants 
were two former Vesco 


associates, Normn Le Blanc 
and Milton Meissner. Vesco 
fled from the United States 
during a Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission probe of 
his alleged looting of $224 
million from firms he con¬ 
trolled.

Harris ‘‘being battered 
against the door” on the in¬ 
side. "I heard Greg saying I 
didn’t say anything. I didn’t 
have anything to do with it,’ ” 
McCrae testified. 

When the pair arrived at the 
police station the constable on 
duty "told us to get out of 
there and not to come back,” 
he testified. 

McCrae said he and Harris 
attempted to lay charges 
several times but were un¬ 
successful until they were 
assisted by Harris’ lawyer 
Doug Christie. 

McKenzie suggested Mc¬ 
Crae had made remarks to the 
policemen “to hold them up to 
ridicule.” 

McCrae said he was merely 
joking. 

Theodore Raptis, owner of 
Scott’s Fine Foods Ltd., 
testified the three men had put 
their arms around him and 
wished him a Happy New 
Year as they entered the 
restaurant. 

“I remember the three 
guys,” said Raptis, "1 had 
trouble with them before.” 

When the three reached for 
the manager, he said, he 
noticed two policemen nearby 
and "I yelled at them to take 
them away from me.” 

‘‘When they faced the 
policemen they started to yell 
at the policemen,” he said. 

The men called the officers 
"pigs in uniform,” Raptis 
said. 

‘‘What was their (the 
men’s) condition when they 
came in?” asked prosecutor 
J. W. Anderson. 

“Awful. It was awful.” 

Dr. Anthony Garnett, an 
intern at Victoria General 
Hospital, said he examined 
Harris after the incident and 
found his scrotum was "tense, 
swollen and bruised.” 

"I decided this was a case 
that needed consultation with 
a urologist, a specialist,” said 
the doctor. 

A report from urologist Dr. 
Leonard Cox, which indicated 
Harris suffered a ruptured 
testicle, was admitted as 
evidence.

Munro said the optimism 
felt by the Conservatives is 
“very real” and said he didn’t 
intend to be “nasty” during 
the campaign. 

“But the Liberals were very 
upset that they were turned 
down on that (budget) vote 
and they’re going to pull out 
all the stops.” 

Munro said he felt the 
question of government in¬ 
tervention in strikes affecting 


essential services would be a 
main campaign issue. 

“Were determined to 
convince Canadians that they 
deserve something better than 
they’ve been getting,” Munro 
said. 

Grits hit 
by CLC 

The federal election will 
give Canadians a chance to 
show their dissatisfaction with 
the old-line parties and their 
“tired economic theories,” 
Canadian Labor Congress 
president Donald MacDonald 
said. 

Speaking in Vancouver, 
MacDonald said the election 
will allow Canadians to “go to 
the polls and register their 
verdict on policies which have 
deprived the working people 
of this country of their just 
share of the fruits of their 
labors. 

“The increased productivity 
of labor greatly contributed to 
a higher national income, but 
the average worker received 
nothing in return because of 
an inflationary economy that 
government policies failed to 
cope with.” 

MacDonald said high 
unemployment and escalating 
prices have placed the vast 
majority of wage and salary 
earners, union and non-union, 
in a precarious economic 
position.

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Hustlers face problems 


Item: A used-car dealer 
claims a car has been driven 
to church on Sundays only by 
an old lady. 

Item: A sign in a store 
window proclaims that the 
firm has lost its lease and is 
selling every piece of mer¬ 
chandise at half price. 

Item: A door-to-door 
salesman peddles magazine 
subscriptions, telling people 
he's working his way through 
medical school. 

Item: A door-to-door 
vacuum cleaner salesman 
tells people that his product is 
competitively priced. 

These are just some of the 
trade practices that will no 
longer be permitted unless the 
claims are actually true. 


The new Trade Practices 
Act, introduced in the 
legislature this week by 
Consumer Services Minister 
Phyllis Young, will put an end 
to just about any unethical 
trade practice imaginable. 

The act is perhaps the most 
important piece of legislation 
introduced in the current 
session, not because it will 
result in great financial gains 
for the government, but 
because it will offer protection 
against day-to-day ripoffs by 
unethical businesses on every 
consumer in the province. 

The act will force mer¬ 
chants to put honesty back 
into their dealings with the 
public. 

It is clear that honest 



businesses have nothing to 
fear from the legislation; it 
will in no way impede their 
affairs. 

What it will do, if properly 
enforced, is eliminate shady 
and unethical practices 
employed by a minority of 
businesses. 

It is hard to believe that 
such protection wasn’t offered 
to consumers years ago. Day 
after day, millions of smaller 
and larger financial tran¬ 
sactions take place in B.C. and 
there was no effective 


mechanism to protect the 
buyer from unfair practices of 
some sellers. 

Who hasn’t heard of the 75- 
year-old woman who has been 
sold thousands of dollars 
worth of dance lessons by an 
unscrupulous dance studio? 
Well, she does exist wherever 
there are such dance studios 
preying on the lonely who will 
do anything for the promise of 
some companionship. 

The trade practices act will 
put a halt to such practices. It 
will give consumers a means 


to seek satisfaction in court if 
they have been lured into a 
questionable deal. 

It will also give the con¬ 
sumer services department 
the authority to take cases to 
court on behalf of consumers. 

There are some sections in 
the act which will help bring 
back ethics in business 
transactions. 

A company, for instance, 
will be liable for the actions of 
its employees. Promises 
made by salesmen will have to 
be honored by the firm. 

The old line that “the 
salesman had no right to 
promise you that, because it 
isn’t our policy,” won’t work 
any longer once the act is 
proclaimed. 


The term "sale” will have to 
be regarded with a lot more 
caution. If a company ad¬ 
vertises merchandise at a 
special price, it can only do so 
if similar merchandise has 
previously been sold at the 
store at a higher price. 

Under the terms of the act, 
firms can no longer advertise 
a unit price without giving 
equal prominence to the 
package price. Example: 
Health spas advertising $2 per 
visit, but not mentioning that 
customers will have to sign- a 
contract for a total of $300 or 
$400. 

The minister called the act 
“a charter for the fair deal.” 

And that’s what it really is.

A cool and often sarcastic

The opposition has been 
questioning the morality of 
the government’s indirect 
involvement in the alleged 
black-market sale of the 
newsprint. 

Socred MLA Don Phillips 
(North Peace River) accused 
Williams of being “in bed with 
multi-national corporations,” 
and predicted the minister 
would "get skinned and the 
people of B.C. will get skin¬ 
ned.” 

The minister, Phillips said, 
was weakening the forest

industry which had once been 
the best in North America. 

Williams hit back at 
Phillips, calling the Socred’s 
speech "nonsensical, Alice-in- 
Wonderland diatribe.” 

In mock horror, the 
minister said it was shocking, 
indeed, to have experts in the 
field of forestry on the board 
of directors of Canadian 
Cellulose, owned 79 per cent 
by the government. 

"It’s shocking to have the 
best people from around the 
world working for our com¬ 
pany,” he said.

An emergency flood control 
bill, allowing the government 
to conscript any person or 
piece of equipment to combat 
flooding in Kamloops, was 
rushed through the legislature 
this week.

Hall introduced the bill at 2 
p.m. Thursday, by special 
leave, it was given immediate 
second and third reading, and

Owen was called in to give the 
bill royal assent making it law 
about two hours later. 

The bill, which was not 
formally printed but simply 
xeroxed on plain paper, will 
give the provincial secretary 
special powers until July 31, 
1974, or until the flooding of 
the Thompson River and its 
tributaries has subsided.

Cheaper boat 
fairy tale? 


Transport Minister Bob 
Strachan this week rejected 
opposition charges that the 
government could have 
purchased a ferry vessel from 
the U.S. and saved about $8 
million. 

Strachan told the leg¬ 
islature during Thursday’s 
question period that he had no 
prior knowledge of a ship 
being sold by the Alaska State 
Ferry system for $10 million. 

"And when we went looking 
for a ship, the one you men¬ 
tioned had already been sold,” 
the minister said. 

Strachan was replying to a 
question from Socred MLA 
Don Phillips (South Peace 
River) whether his depart¬ 
ment had considered buying 
the vessel recently sold by 
Alaska Ferry to Greek in¬ 
terests. 

The matter arose from 
Strachan’s earlier an¬ 
nouncement that the govern 
ment had bought a four-year- 
old ferry vessel from Sweden 
at a cost of nearly $18 million, 


including import duty and 
transport costs. 

Strachan said outside the 
house the Alaska ferry was 24 
years old and didn’t meet 
safety requirements. 


was necessitated by a strike of 
municipal workers in 
Kamloops. 

Hall said he had met both 
sides in an attempt to settle 
the strike or at least get the 
workers back on the job but 
his efforts had failed. 

He said he began by asking 
the Canadian Union of Public 
Employees in Kamloops to 
relax the strike in the area of 
the city where flooding is 
likely to occur so that a new 
dyke can be constructed.

University of Victoria is 
considering a special 
category of student called the 
listener who would be allowed 
to sit in on classes for a fee of 
$ 20 . 

First recommendations by a 
special senate committee 
suggest the listener b*> 
required to pay an extra $20 if 
the class involved laboratory 
work. Registration would be 
carried out at any time during 
the term. 

No credit study would be 
permitted, however. 

The committee, headed by 
Dr. M. J. Ashwood-Smith, 
suggested that members of 
the community aged 65 and 
over would have the 
privilege of attending as 
listeners without fee. The 
university would also reserve 
the right to limit the number 
of listeners in any particular 
area. 

Current regulations for 
students who audit courses do 


not set a maximum number of 
courses allowed, but the 
committee recommended a 
course limit of 18 units. 

Ashwood-Smith said the 
committee has been asked to 
recommend an authority 
structure for approving ap¬ 
plications from listeners. He 
said a final report would be 
presented to senate in either 
June or September. 

The number of class 
auditors last year is difficult 
to calculate, he said. “There 
are a lot of unofficial ones, 
maybe 200 or 300 in total. 

Senators were concerned 
that less qualified listeners 
would retard the progress of 
senior classes, putting the 
instructor in an awkward 
position. 

“But under the right cir¬ 
cumstances,” listeners could 
add to the class, especially in 
Victoria where we have a lot 
of elderly people who are well 
qualified.”

PENTICTON - Con¬ 
ciliation, not confrontation, 
will be the style of Eileen 
Madson of Windermere, 
newly-elected president of the 
B.C. School Trustees 
Association. 

“I hope to be very visible,” 
said Madson as the 
association’s annual con¬ 
vention ended here this week. 

“But I don’t like to stand up 
and shout, ‘Let’s have a 
fight.’ ” 

Peter Bunn, chairman of 
Greater Victoria school board 
was elected a director of the 
BCSTA, along with Chuck 
Truscott of Prince George. 

Earlier during the con¬ 
vention, B.C. Teachers’ 
Federation president Jim 
MacFarlan told trustees his 
federation “categorically 
rejects your plan for 
provincial bargaining and we 
will not participate in it under 
any circumstances.” 

Most school boards support 
teachers salary bargaining on 
a province-wide basis. 

Motions passed at the 
convention ask the BCSTA to: 

—Commend the govern¬ 
ment for its policy of 
removing school costs from 
property taxes and insist that 
local boards’ authority not be 
eroded. 


—Urge legislation to allow 
boards to renew or terminate 
teacher contracts every five 
years. 

—Encourage study of the 
effect of lower pupil-teacher 
ratios on the “competence and 
quality” of school education. 

—Support establishment of 


governing councils for 
community schools.

Crime glorification grows

The glorification of the 
criminal element in North 
American society has become 
endemic in recent screen 
offerings — which, con 
sidering that the biggest 
criminals get elected to the 
highest offices in the Republic 
to the south of us, might seem 
almost logical. 

However, as is the wont of 
Tinseltown, the movie moguls 
feel that a patina of age lends 
respectability to the whole 
tawdry proceedings 
The foregoing, might seem a 
bit of a putdown. Actually, it 
isn’t. 

Because the film under 
discussion in this rather 
rambling introduction is a 
gem Low-budget and 
beautiful. It’s playing at 
Odeon 1 and titled Thieves 
Like Us. Compared — as is 
understandable — to Bonnie 
and Clyde, because of a 


similarity of subject matter 
and screen handling, there is 
really no comparison. 

The one film was preten¬ 
tious — this one is simplicity 
itself. 

A stark and stunning por¬ 
trayal of a lifestyle and mores 
that, though to some 
repugnant, can still elicit 
sympathy. s 

Especially in the hands of 
such talented, albeit little- 
known performers as Shelley 
Duvall and the youngest 
member of the acting 
Carradine Clan, Keith — 
brother of David of Kung Fu 
fame and (if you go back that 
far, gramps) son of John. 

This is the kind of film on 
which lasting reputations are 
made. It is also the kind of 
film which drifts slowly down 
the years to a classic 
category.

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Island ports now on list 
of Swiss merchant navy 


Nanaimo harbor plan sunk 


The Swiss navy — mer¬ 
chant, that is — will be 
showing the flag in these 
waters for at least the next 
two years. 

The vanguard of the Swiss 
fleet put in at Ogden Point this 
week to take on a load of pulp, 
before heading for Vancouver 
to top up her cargo. 

She’s the three-year-old 
German-built Ascona, which 
carries 10 officers and 19 men, 
all of whom are Swiss except 
for one German, a Dutchman 
and a Yugoslav. 

Her master, Capt. Alfred 
Gertsch, is 43 and already has 
logged 28 years of seafaring, 
three on barges plying the 
Rhine river and the remaining 
years aboard deep-sea 
vessels. 

He has news for those who 
think his land-locked country, 
dedicated to peace and 
neutrality, is a newcomer to 
the shipping business. 

Gertsch says there are at 
least 30 Swiss merchant ships 
travelling the commercial 
ship lanes of the globe.

“The Swiss flag was ac¬ 
cepted in 1941,” he said, 
“when every nation was 
fighting and we had to make 
sure we had ships of our own 


to carry our goods — ships 
that would not be bombed, 
shot up or torpedoed. 

“We must have ships of our 
own if we are to be in¬ 
dependent in time of war.” 

The Ascona is on her first 
round trip between Europe 
and the west coasts of Canada 
and the United States. Her 
master says she’s on charter 
to a Finnish company and will 
be on this run for the next two 
years. 

Although Switzerland has no 
marine colleges of her own, 
Gertsch says there’s no 
shortage of men answering 
the call of the sea. Those who 
want to be officers train at, 
navigation schools in other 
countries, usually Germany, 
England, France, Italy or the 
Netherlands. 

Others learn on the job 
aboard Swiss ships. 

What calls the Swiss to the 
sea? 

Gertsch believes it’s their 
love of travel. 

“Swiss people like to move 
around,” he said, “My own 
father lived in Vancouver 


from 1924 to 1927. He’s back 
home now but we like to see 
things.” 

Gertsch and his family — a 
wife and 13-year-old daughter 
— live in the German port of 
Hamburg He’s not made 
Switzerland his home since he 
became a mariner. 

He may never make it home 
again. 

if 1 had plenty of money I’d 
probably retire somewhere in 
Brazil,” he said. “Life is 
slower and easier there. 


“It will probably be in 
Austria — maybe Switzerland 
— in the mountains, it may be 
some Canadian place if I can 
find one.” 

That decision is a long way 
off. 

The captain has 22 years to 
go before retirement. 

Those years will be spent 
showing the flag of a country 
which is aware of the 
necessity of keeping its sea 
lanes open even though it has 
no coastline. 


NANAIMO — Nanaimo 
Harbour Commission has 
abandoned its plans to expand 
deep sea port facilities inside 
Nanaimo harbour. 

The plan would have seen 
the building of three new deep 
sea berths, 140 acres of new 


land created from dredging 
harbour approaches and the 
creation of a major forest 
products terminal. 

Port manager John 
Dunham said the plan was 
scrapped because of com¬ 
munity opposition on en¬ 


vironmental grounds and 
because of the results of 
studies completed by various 
federal departments. 

- The plan was originally 
announced in March, 1972, and 
the federal government 
allotted large sums of money 
for dredging and other work.

Flyers even series 
with overtime win 


Boston Bruins might have 
been prepared for a certain 
degree of frustration from 
Philadelphia Flyer goaltender 
Bernie Parent, but are the 
favored Beantowners ready 
for Bobby Clarke? 

That’s one of the big 
questions hanging in the air as 
the National Hockey League 
finalists await the start of 
game No. 3 in the best-of- 
seven Stanley Cup series. 

It was the combination of 
Parent, on defence, and 
Clarke, the kingpin on offence, 
that set the Bruins on their 
heels with Thursday’s series- 
tying 3-2 victory in Boston. 

Clarke's goal at 12:01 of 
overtime deadlocked the final, 
1-1. The series resumes 
Sunday in Philadelphia 
(starting at 1 p.m. Victoria 
time), and there is no doubt 
that the Flyers went home 
with a big psychological lift. 

It was only the second win 
ever recorded by Philadelphia 
in Boston and, more im¬ 
portant, means the offensive- 
minded Bruins must click in 
the Flyers’ rink if they hope to 
lay claim to Lord Stanley’s 
coveted piece of silverware. 

Parent, as he was in the 
Flyers’ semi-final victory 
over New York Rangers and 
again in the 3-2 opening-game 
loss in Boston, was positively 
brilliant. 

As in ‘ the opener, Boston 
jumped into a 2-0 lead but it 
was Parent who kept the 
Flyers in contention and gave 
Clarke the chance to emerge 
as the second game’s hero. 

Parent was probably at his 
best in the second period when 
the Bruins out-shot Flyers 14- 
5, but will be remembered 
more readily for a brilliant, 
game-saving stop at the 10- 
minute mark of overtime. 

Boston veteran Johnny 
Bucyk, put into the clear by 
Gregg Shepherd, took a 
breakaway run at Parent. The 
Philadelphia goalie made the 
save and Clarke came back to 
score the sudden-death winner 
two minutes later. 

Clarke also figured in 
Flyers’ third-period goal that 
set up overtime after Wayne 
Cashman and Phil Esposito 
fired Boston into its 2-0, first- 
period lead. 

Clarke, the NHL’s youngest- 
ever captain, scored Flyers’ 
first goal, early in the second 
period, by deflecting Bill 
Flett’s shot from the blueline. 
And it was Clafke, ever 
hustling, who did most of tt^ 
work on the equalizer by 
defenceman Andre Dupont 
with just 52 seconds 
remaining in regulation time. 

Parent had scrambled out of 
the net and to the bench in 
favor of a sixth attacker while 
Clarke dug the puck out of a 
corner and got it to Rick 
MacLeish who relayed it to 
Dupont. 

It was the third time in this 
year’s playoffs that a team 
scordd a tying goal with a 
netminder on the bench in 
favor of a sixth attacker. 

As in the opener, decided by 
Bobby Orr’s last-minute goal, 
Bruins appeared to be in 
command but could never pull 
away because of Parent’s 
brilliance and Philadelphia's 


dogged, often-mechanical 
style of play. 

The Bruins suffered a big 
jolt when Philadelphia’s Ross 
Lonsberry levelled Orr with a 
good bodycheck. Orr limped 
off the ice, favoring a knee, 


but returned to action 
moments later. 

More damaging to the 
Boston cause was the loss of 
Cashman at the end of the 
second period. 

Cashman, who also drew an 


assist on Esposito s goal, was 
tagged with a game 
misconduct for being the third 
man in an altercation between 
Boston goalie Gilles Gilbert 
and Flyers’ Orest Kindrachuk 
at the end of the second 
period. ** 


Lawsuits aplenty 
on football scene 


Chased out of Toronto by 
proposed federal legislation 
that would prohibit United 
States football leagues from 
operating in Canada, John 
Bassett today is facing the 
possibility of being bounced 
from Memphis. 

Bassett presented a cheque 
for $75,000 Wednesday and, 
with a few more strokes of his 
pen, acquired a home for his 
World Football League team. 

Bassett signed a five-year 
contract to move his Toronto 
Northmen (now the Memphis 
Southmen) to the 50,000-seat 
Memphis Memorial Stadium, 
beginning league play o n 
July 10. 

The ink was barel/ dry 
when Bassett learned that 


sports promoter Michael Lynn 
had filed an 18-page suit, 
charging that the Memphis 
Parks Commission had no 
right to grant the WFL what 
he said amounts to “ex¬ 
clusive” use of the stadium. 
Lynn is seeking a National 
Football League franchise for 
Memphis. 

Bassett said his team has 
between 115 and 120 players 
under contract and will begin 
setting up shop right away. 

“I realize there is a lot of 
bitter feeling here from some 
people who wanted the NFL,” 
said Bassett. “We did not 
come in here until after the 
NFL made its - choice 
(Tampa). We want no' 
enemies.” 


Pats in final 

CALGARY — Regina Pats have earned a berth in the 
Memorial Cup final although the Western Canada Hockey 
League champions finished with a similar record to the other 
two participants in the week-long event. 

Pats, downed 5-3 by Quebec City Remparts in the filial game 
of the round-robin tourney, advanced to Sunday’s final—which 
will be telecast on Channel 8 at 6:30 p.m. — by virtue of a better 
goals average.

Another WFL team, th« 
Virginia Ambassadors, is 
currently beset by legal and 
financial problems. 

Cincinnati Bengals of the 
National League filed suit 
against the Ambassadors 
after linebacker Bill Bergey 
signed a three-year, $525,000 
contract to play for Virginia, 
starting in 1976. 

Bergey’s contract with the 
Bengals runs through 1975 and 
the WFL contract guarantees 
the salary even if Bergey 
never plays for the Am¬ 
bassadors. 

Confusing it all is an an¬ 
nouncement by the owner of 
the Ambassadors, Joseph 
Wheeler, who says that if he is 
unable to find more investors 
by this weekend he may be 
forced to sell the team. 


Dinky rink for final 


Much to the disgust of league officials, the 
World Hockey League’s best-of-seven playoff 
final starts Sunday in a 3,000-seat rink. 

Houston Aeros, champion^ of the West 
Division, and Chicago Cougars, winners in the 
East, square off for the Avco World Cup in’the 
tiny Randhurst Twin Ice Arena, a suburban 
shopping centre rink used mainly for figure 
skating. 

The Cougars were forced to vacate their 
home — International Amphitheatre (9,000 
capacity) — for a production of Peter Pan 
during the semi-final series against Toronto 
Toros. Cougars pulled off their second upset of 
the playoffs by downing Toros, 5-2, in the 
deciding game of the best-of-seven series. 
Chicago finished fourth in their division but 
took division-champion and defending playoff- 


champion New England Whalers in a seven- 
game quarter-final. 

Cougar-president Walter Kaiser said Peter 
Pan has finished its run at the International 
Amphitheatre but the club refuses to pay the 
$75,000 needed to get the rink ready for hockey 
again. He said the expense and six-day-around- 
the-clock work required to re-install piping 
would have been “impossible.” 

Dennis Murphy, president of the WHA, had 
advised Kaiser to keep the final series out of 
“that suburban ice rink.” 

Kaiser said he was frustrated in efforts to 
get his team into Chicago Stadium, the 16.666- 
seat home of the Chicago Black Hawks of the 
National Hockey League. 

The first two games are slated for Chicago 
and the next two will be played in Houston.

Philadelphia Freedoms 
beat Boston Lobsters 33-25 
Wednesday night for their 
third straight win but there 
were only 1,396 fans watching.

The crowd was better in 
Toronto where a total of 4,458 
fans watched Canada’s only 
WTT franchise, the Toronto 
Royals, down Cleveland Nets

In other WTT games, 
Houston EZ Riders defeated 
Minnesota Buckskins 30-28. 
Hawaii Leis edged New York 
Sets 29-25; and Denver 
Racquets lost 33-32 to the 
Chicago Aces. 

Meanwhile, French tennis 
officials have proposed a 
revolutionary Olympic-style 
tournament for Davis Cup 
play, to be staged in one 
centre and spread oveV two 
weeks.

Old Wanderer 
upsets Club' 


“Club” was here this week 
but Victoria's own rugby 
oldster, Don Burgess, just 
couldn’t seem to muster the 
proper respect for tradition. 

Burgess, now 42 and 
fullback for Canada more 
years ago than he cares to 
remember, came out of 
retirement again Wednesday 
night to score all the points 
and lead Oak Bay Wanderers 
to a shock 10-6 win over 
Blackheath Club of England. 

Known affectionately 
throughout the world as 
simply “Club,” Blackheath 
was formed in 1858. It’s the 
world’s oldest “open" rugby 
club with only the Cambridge 
University (1839) and Guy’s 
Hospital (1843) closed clubs 
being formed earlier. 

The game with Oak Bay 
opened a five-match Canadian 
tour — Blackheath plays- 
Cowichan at Duncan at 2:30 
p.m. today before going to the 
Mainland for three games — 
which is the fourth major 
overseas excursion for 
“Club.” Blackheath toured 
East Africa in 1966, Ceylon in 
1968 and the United States in 
1970. 

Manager Brian Farmer 
confessed that this season had 
not been a good one for 
i Blackheath. And, as well as a 
mediocre record, the 

southeast London club had 
been forced to bring with it a 
squad that did not include its 
three internationals, — Tony 
Jordan, Peter Bell and Mike 
Bulpitt.. 

Nevertheless, Blackheath is 
one of the leading rugby clubs 
in Britain and whatever losses 
it suffered, it did beat highly- 
rated London Welsh and 
Newport this season. And. as 
far as the 400 fans who lined 
both sides of the field at the 
University of Victoria Wed¬ 
nesday night were concerned, 
“Club” had come here to pul 
on an attractive display and 
show the might of English 
rugby. Oak Bay’s role was 
merely that of the “straight” 
man in a comedy act. 

Only it didn’t work out that 
way. 

Despite dominating things 
in the forwards for much of 
the first half, Blackheath 
showed no penetration in the 
backs and managed only two 
penalty goals by centre David 
Simmons, one three minutes 
after the start and the other 
three minutes after half time. 

Scrum-half Barry Murphy 
and standoff-half Chris 
Gillham both kicked far too 
much and, as the game 
progressed, it became in¬ 
creasingly obvious that the 


Londoners were becoming 
disenchanted with their 
frequent face-to-face 
meetings with the hard 
ground. 

This was the key to success 
for the Wanderers — close 
checking and deadly hard 
tackling. 

Assistant-manager Mike 
Campbell paced the touchline 
scratching his head and ad¬ 
mitting: “Our boys just don’t 
seem to like this kind of 
contact — the tackling is good, 
but it’s harder than we’re used 
to.” 

The whole Oak Bay squad 
tackled beautifully, par¬ 
ticularly the captain and 
coach Dave Docherty, John 
Wenman and Bud Copeland in 
the pack and Lloyd Anderson, 
having his best game in ages 
on the wing, Mike Antolin and 
Gary Hoskins in the backs. 

And Burgess was supreme. 
He kept Oak Bay in the game 
when he brought forward John 


.Davies down inches short of 
the line seconds before the 
interval to foil Blackheath’s 
nearest try-scoring effoi t. 

And, when Oak Bay trailed 
6-0 just after half-time, it was 
Burgess who shot into the line, 
collected a pass from 
Copeland and dived over in 
the corner for a try. Then, in 
the trickiest of cross-field 
winds, Burgess sent over two 
long penalty goals to produce 
the victory.

Step out of your oh-so- 
ecology-conscious Japanese- 
made 1600. climb up three feet 
and into a 250-horsepower 
five-miles-a-gallon Kenworth.

Disclosure act 'rotten solution' 


Capital Region District 
Hoard directors have 
protested the proposed Public 
Officials and Employees 
Disclosure Act, calling it “an 
unnecessary invasion of 


privacy” and a “rotten 
solution to the problem." 

Board chairman Jim 
Campbell said the act would 
not solve the problem of in¬ 
tegrity in public officials. 



“When a public official 
transgresses, then the public 
should beat hell out of them, 
not re-elect them," Campbell 
said. 

Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
said the public must adopt 
higher expectations of its 
elected officials to maintain 
government integrity. 

“People who have suc¬ 
ceeded in business ventures 
will be driven from the public 
arena," the mayor said. 

Pollen termed the act, in¬ 
troduced in the legislature last 
week, “punitive" and said 
anyone who is taking ex¬ 


ception to the act or who 
doesn’t go along with all of it. 
is regarded as corrupt. 

The mayor said he went 
along with the idealism and 
objectives of the act, but 
couldn’t go along with that 
part of the legislation which 
requires a public official to 
make public* an audited 
financial statement of his 
business firms if he held a 30 
per cent or greater interest in 
them. 

“A small business is run in 
a confidential manner 
because of the competition. 
Now this act is saying that we 


have to disclose the details of 
the business to our com¬ 
petitors.” 

Pollen said he agreed with 
the public disclosure of 
business interest and holdings 
but wanted the financial 
statement to be submitted 
only to the attorney-general.

Aa8ociation ratified its con¬ 
stitution at a meeting in the 
recreation hall of St. Matthias 
Anglican Church Wednesday 
night. 

But from now on the 
meetings will need to be better 
attended or there won’t be 
any. The constitution and 
bylaws of the newly-formed 
association require the 
presence of 15 active mem¬ 
bers as a quorum. Only 12 
attended Wednesday’s 
meeting. 

Object of the society is to 
foster activities that will 
enhance the quality of life in 
the area.

In an interview before the 
meeting, secretary Jack 
Halcro said meetings had 
been held, starting last 
August, and a survey of the 
area was being financed by a 
$9,000 LIP grant to list 
community services and 
facilities and discover if an 
association was needed. 

Response indicated a need, 
he said, and a $9,000 OFY 
grant will finance a staff of 
five in setting up a summer 
program for all ages in the 
community from June to 
September. It will include a 
coffee house, film shows, 
lectures, nature outings, trips 
to the art gallery and will end 
with a street fair.

St. Nicholas Ukrainian 
Catholic Church members will 
celebrate their 25th an¬ 
niversary Sunday in the 
church at Cook and Caledonia.

It 
was renovated according to 
the Ukrainian rite. 

At that time there were 
about 20 families in the 
church. There now are about 
50 families which function in 


the church choir and other 
organizations.

He will t>e met on 
the steps of the church by 
Peter Shostak, president of 
the church committee, who 
will present him with a tray of 
bread and salt, a traditional 
Ukrainian welcome.

Park ranger move 
/ loss to area, 
says Sierra Club 


It is perfectly natural for 
persons approaching the 
cultivation of a garden for the 
first time to be full of en¬ 
thusiasm for certain subjects 
— both floral and edible. 

Everyone wants his garden 
to be his own thing, expressing 
personal preferences gleaned 
from observation in parks and 
other people’s gardens. 

Possible the new gardener 
has fallen in love with the 
hybridized camellias with 
their saucer-sized blooms in 
clear, lovely color ranges. Or 
with showy rhododendron 
blooms. Or hydrangeas with 
their summer-long display 
and winter charm. 

Perhaps his dream is a 
miniature orchard or the 
thought of bearing a basket of 
fresh-pulled corn to the 
barbecue. 

Unfortunately, even though 
it is true that Victoria is a 
gardener’s paradise, inex¬ 
perienced gardeners are 
constantly disappointed and 
frustrated by the failure of a 
cherished project. 

The cause of failure in many 
instances lies in the grower’s 
ignorance that soil condition 
and climate are much dif-

ferent from garden to garden 
and are the determining 
factors in what is grown and 
where. 

Such conditions can be 
altered or controlled. But it 
takes a couple of seasons at 
least to change a sun-scorched 
area into one of dappled 
shade, or a dry sandy soil into 
a moist humusy one. 

If this is your first year as a 
gardener a lot of problems 
will be avoided by obtaining 
some basic knowledge, such 
as which subjects grow best in 
soil sweetened with a lime 
application and which flourish 
on the acid side of the 
chemist’s pH scale and are 
therefore lime haters. 

You need to know that the 
majority of broad-leaved 
evergreens (acid lovers) 
which include the 
rhododendrons, camellias, 
and those green-gold-spackled 
aucubas that make such 
handsome foundation shrubs, 
will give best results under 
semi-shade or dappled con¬ 
ditions. 

The books will tell you that 
camellias should not be grown 
near a house foundation 
because of the seepage of lime 
into the soil. 


But in one garden in Vic¬ 
toria six bushes are all grown 
next to the house and cover 
themselves year after year 
with magnificent bloom. The 
homeowner shelters them 
from the prevailing southeast 
wind and early morning sun, 
and dresses them with acid 
fertilizer and epsom salts at 
appropriate times. 

If you are putting in your 
first vegetable garden be 
aware that most vegetables 
won’t grow in an acid soil, so 
the plot should have a 
dressing of agricultural lime 
worked in before planting. But 
for potatoes the limirig should 
be done in the fall because 
spuds grown in a freshly limed 
soil will probably turn up 
scabby. 


Getting to know the in¬ 
dividual climate of your 
garden means observing the 
sun and wind direction, the 
natural elements of shade and 
exposure, the depth of topsoil. 

Any garden supply centre or 
nursery can tell you what to do 
to improve soil that is too 
porous or too water-retentive, 
• and the provincial department 
of agriculture will freely test 
the pH factor of a soil sample. 

Further than that, ask 
yourself if you need to create a 
windbreak with shrubs, 
maybe a fence; a sun-trap — a 
brick or stone wall; a dappled 
shade area — fast-growing, 
small-leaved trees. 

Learn to live with and 
manipulate what you’ve got 
and be' a happy gardener.

Appointment of J^N. (Jake) 
Masselink of Victoria, as 
district park officer in Prince 
George, is a real loss for 
Vancopver Island, Eve 
Howden, secretary of the 
Sierra Club, said Tuesday. 

Masselink, who has been in 
charge of the park planning 
section since 1970, headed up 
last gear’s investigation into 
the feasibility of converting 
the unused Canadian National 
right-of-way on southern 
Vancouver Island into a 
bicycling parkway. 

He proposal is under con¬ 
sideration. 

Masselink was also 
responsible for the over-all co¬ 
ordination of the 10 major 
park proposals and one ad¬ 
dition that were added to the 
provincial parks system in 
1973 at the time of the 
amendment to the Park Act. 

“Jake understood the en¬ 
vironmental and park 
problems on Vancouver 
island,” Howden said. “He is 
farsighted and I don’t think he 
will be easily replaced." 

Masselink will manage and 
administer provincial parks in 
the northeast sector of the 
province. Major parks in the 
district are Mount Robson, 
Bowron Lake, Muncho Lake, 
Stone Mountain, and the

Central Saanich council was

Profit 'dean word' 


Profit and loss should not be 
dirty words, but occupy a 
legitimate place in. society. 
Only a profitable business can 
be valuable, able to create 
jobs and pay taxes. 

This was part of the 
message to the Greater 
Victoria Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, brought to its luncheon 
meeting Wednesday ai The 
Empress by Jack King, 
president of the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce. 

King also denied the 
frequently held theory that the 
chamber is the voice of Big 
Business. Actually, he said, 
about 65 per cent of mem¬ 
bership in the Canadian 
Chamber comes from small 
towns and small businesses. 

Most of his message was an 
outline of the part the 
Canadian body plays. Its 
primary task, he said, was to 
be a communication device, 
passing on the policies and 


aims of its members to the 
federal government and the 
public. 

“The chamber is, after all, 
non-political, with members 
who belong to every political 
party.” 

“Business must have a 
voice,” he said, “and that 
voice must be heard. We exist 
in response to a need, and that 
need is very real.” 

King praised the Greater 
Victoria Chamber and the 
active part it plays, not only in 
the community, but in the 
working of the Canadian 
Chamber, where it has helped 
formulate policy at all annual 
meetings of the Canadian 
body. • 

King hoped that business 
was gaining in efforts to prove 
that the stereotype of business 
as grasping, greedy, ready to 
take any advantage, was 
unreal. Time was, long ago, 


when this stereotype may 
have been more accurate, in 
the days of child labor and the 
railway barons. 

Now, it is no more accurate 
than the stereotype of the 
academic as someone with 
head buried in books, com¬ 
pletely out of touch with the 
real world; or of the student 
as someone who really doesn’t 
want to learn. 

On a final note. King 
suggested that government 
should keep out of business 
itself, and leave such 
operations within the private 
sector. It should be proved 
first, he said, that such 
government action is in the 
best public interest. 


going into science or 
medicine.

Douglas senior high schools. 

She herself started the 
Esquimalt career education 
course in 1972 when she was 
school counsellor there. The 
course has now been copied in 
many parts of B.C. and as far 
away as Toronto and Win¬ 
nipeg, she said. 

Students taking the course 
study their selected career, 
learn how to find a job, about 
income tax forms, Canada 
Manpower registration, and 
about employer-employee 
relationships. 

They also spend a week 
several times a year in a real 
work situation, either working 


or just observing work going 
on. 

This year Regan arranged 
several evening meetings 
between professionals, such 
as engineers, and students 
interested in that profession. 
She hopes to expand these 
next fall to include doctors 
and lawyers.

That’s the message spelled 
out to governments, em¬ 
ployers and unions by a 
Victoria psychiatric social 
worker. 

Mrs. Gale Simpson, a 
Canadian Mental Health 
Association worker, has 
spoken out about the plight of 
the mentally sick left 
languishing in boarding 
homes, able to take up em¬ 
ployment but unable to find or 
hold down a job. 

Mrs. Simpson — in¬ 
terviewed earlier this week, 
Mental Health Week — says 
the federal and provincial 
governments should allow the 
mentally sick to seek out work 
on a trial basis without losing 
social assistance benefits if 
the job doesn’t work out. 

She also urges employers to 
be less impatient with 
employees suffering mental 
problems and unions to allow 
such people to be hired for less 
than the minimum wage. 

Mrs. Simpson cited the case 
of 30-year-old “Michele” who 
three years ago had never 
worked in her life because of 
her mental problems but then 
decided to upgrade her grade 
8 education to grade 12 
through a Canada Manpower 
upgrading course. 

After the successful course 
she then remained in a mental 
health boarding home for a 
couple more years until last 


Christmas when she got a job 
as kitchen help in a hotel. 

She was fired two months 
later even though from a 
mental health standpoint she 
was recovering rapidly. 
However the employer didn’t 
know she was receiving 
outside help and did not un¬ 
derstand that she might be 
finding difficulties in orien¬ 
tating herself to such a job. 

Mrs. Simpson has also 
suggested large companies be 


made to hire some han¬ 
dicapped and mentally sick 
people (able to work) as a 
percentage of their work force 
— a practice not uncommon in 
Europe. 

According to a recent 
survey by the Canadian 
Mental Health Association, 63 
per cent of a test group of 
mentally ill people treated at 
Montreal hospitals had found 
some kind of employment 
after their release. 


Some 45 per cent of the test 
group were holding steady 
outside jobs and another 18 
per cent were active 
housewives. 

“This study shows that the 
public and employers are 
shaking off some of the old 
prejudices,” said an 
association spokesman “But 
much remains to be done in 
educating the public to accept 
these people as co-workers 
and treat them with dignity.”

Mounties' net 
slow but sure 

Maybe the Mounties always get their man — but sometimes 
it takes awhile. 

A year after the murder of Saanich businessman Stanley 
Roy Wallis, an RCMP spokesm an said the investigation is still 
continuing and the file on the case will not be closed until it is 
solved. 

The body of Wallis, 42-year-old partner in the now defunct 
Evergreen Cottage Builders Ltd., was found April 27 last year 
near his abandoned car on a lonely road close to Shawnigan 
Lake. He had been shot several times with a small calibre 
weapon. 

The dead man had been president of the Victoria Jaycees in 
1969 and 1970 and was a former account executive with a local 
radio station. 

Police interviewed scores of people in an intensive in¬ 
vestigation which continued for weeks. A tracking dog was used 
to repeatedly comb the area where the body was found. 

The RCMP spokesman said the investigation is still oc¬ 
cupying about 60 per cent of the time of one officer. Inquiries 
have reached into eastern Canada and into the U.S. and other 
officers have assisted in the probe from time to time.

Robert Bruce Moyes was 
sentenced by provincial court 
Judge Roderick Haig-Brown 
to three years for the 
knifepoint holdup of attendant 
Reginald Belfitt, 19, at the 
Pay-N-Save service station, 
212 Esquimalt. 

Moyes also was sentenced to 
12 months for escaping from 
the Snowden forestry camp in 
the Campbell River area and 
to nine months for three car 
thefts. Haig-Brown said all 
terms would be consectuive, 
making the total four years 
and nine munths 

Last March 26, Moyes was 
sentenced by Victoria Judge 
William Ostler to six months 
to be served at the camp 
followed by one year's 
probation.
